He .emphasized the danger of 
communism, intolerance, irreverence, 
and other destructive doctrines and 
subversive movements, He cited the 
Aches A ge of communism’ in Rus- 
sia, ina, Nicaraugua, and especial- 
ly Mexieo under Calles, and Pega 
acing effects to the future sf the 
United States in the destruction of 
the guafantees of life and liberty 
under Mexican communism. Mr. Col- 
lins declared that communism is a 
dictatorship that! denies the sacred 
rights of humanity, prohibits liberty, 
freedom, protection of life and pur- 
suit of happiness and. scorns and Te- 
jects the God-given guarantees upon 
which civilization: rests. 

In a thorough analysis of the 80- 
called constitution ‘of. Mexico and the 
thitty-three clauses of. Article 130 of 
that. constitution, Mr. Collins showed 
how this constitution carried inte ef- 


freedom of worship, free- 
dom of property. 

Mr. Collins declared that there was 
only one other document in all the 
world ‘like’ the Mexican constitution, 
and that’is the constitution of Com- 
munistic Russia.. He eaid both came 
from the same source, from the foun- 
tain of communism, the Communist 
Manifesto pf Marx; founder or Com- 
munism,. He showed, from the Mani- 
festo of Marx, how both Russia and 
Mexico had put into their constitu- 
tions the “three. principal doctrines of 
‘|communism; the abolition of religion 
which Marx declared the opium of the 
people, the. abolition of private. pro- 
perty, and the abolition of the:family 
and marriage. Today in Russia and 
Mexico, he declared, religion” is abol- 
ished, the family and marriage are 
degraded, and ownership of private 
property ‘is denied. 

Mr. Gollins cited. the work, wide 
propoganda of communism in the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case as an example 
of the effectiveness of its organiza- 
tion and the perniciousness of sub- 
versive. propaganda. “Mr. Collins em- 
phasized communism as one of the 
most dangerous subversive move- 
ments" threatening destruction of our 
civilization, ~| He said the communist 
doctrine ig, ‘synonomous with: atheism, 
ihasmuch as it had as its. background 
the “mater ialistic conception of his- 
fary.” . 

The speaker then went on to show 
that although communism claimed 
that it came from the masses, this 
claim: ia false because the common 
people’ have an inherent love of God,

Tornadoes headed the Hust of disas- 
ters which struck the United States 
in the past year, the report of Red 


Gross rellfef operations for the year 


ending June 30, showing 29. great 
storms. Floods .were second on the 
Nst, 24 being recorded for the same 
period. 

This record. does. not include the 
St. Louis tornado which occurred in 
the current fiscal year, as did a num- 


ber of other storms and disasters 
since, in which the Red Cross. provid- 
ed relief. 


Included in the list of 111 disasters 


covered by the record of the past 
year’s relief. operations of the Red ~ 
Cross, 
mine disasters, a cloudburst, a hafl- 
atorm, fires, floods, hurricanes, a rall- 


are earthquakes, explosions, 


road wreck, 8 scarlet fever epidemte, 
typhold epidemic, tornadoes, and a 
The latter occurred in the 
Philippines, but is included in the 
operations at home. In all, the Red 
Cross extended its services Jn 77 ma- 
jor disasters in the United States and 
in 20 abroad, Including a hurricane 
over Havana, Cuba, and the Isle of 
Pines, one in the Bahamas, and oth- . 
ers through various West Indian re 
gions, fire In Porto Rico, another in 
Haiti, earthquakes {o Armenia, Japan 
and Albantfa, floods in Jugo Slavia 
and Mexico. 

The organization conducted refugee 
tellef operations In Syria, Bulgaria 
and China, the latter largely due to 
factional wars fought over  varlous 
parts of China the past year. 

The two outstanding disasters at 
home were the Florida hurricane and 
the Mississippi Valley flood. Rehabili- 
tation operations of the latter disaster 
are still In progress under the Red 
Cross. A national appeal for funds 
was made in both disasters, resulting 


{no contributions for relief amounting 
to more than $20,000,000. 

The. Misalssipp!. flood {s the out- 
standing disaster in the whole history 
of the Red Cross disaster relief serv- 
Ice. In this one catastrophe the or- 
ganization ralsed through subscrip- 
tlons by the people of the country and 
foreign nations approximately $17, 
000,000 for relief use. Aided by this 
fund {t fed, clothed, sheltered or oth- 
érwise assisted more than 600,000 hu- 
man beings, fed and cared for ap 
proximately 200,000 head of livestock 
and established 149 refugee camps. 
The. flood inundated approximately 
20,000 square miles and affected 174 
counties in eight states. Some 230, 
000 homeless persons were sheltered 
in Red Cross camps. When the emier- 
gency was at its height the Red Cross 
was serving more than a million 
meals a day. 

So vast was the work imposed on 
the Red Cross and altled agencies 
conducting rehabilitation that . this 
phase of the flood rellef task 1s ex- 
pected to extend well into the coming 
year. Up to September 15, 104,441 
families in the fiood zone had been 
given rehabilitation assistance by the 
Red Cross, . and 1,700, 000 acres of 
flooded crop land in-gévén States had 
been replanted with: ‘Bad: Cross ald. 
There had been expedaedior commit: 
ted for expendituré-: ‘gonnection 
with this rellets aid: rididbilitation 
work « total of $18 i 0,000. 

The appeal for a nation-wide mem- 
bership increased to 6,000,000 adult 
members, it was pointed out, is based 
on the realization that demands on 
Red Cross service such as dccasioned 
by disaster relief are increasing each 
year. For that reason especial !m- 
portance is lent to the Eleventh An- 
nual Roll Call of the organization, to 
be held from Armistice Day, Novem- 
ber 11, to Thanksgiving, November 
24, during which this membership 
will be built up.
